KOSMINA 


ON THE 
REBOUND

It is a pity that in a season when he has 
found the net hard to find, John Kosmina has 
clinched his standing as the greatest 
goalscorer in the West End National Soccer 
League history. 

Kosmina, 31, has by his own admission 
had a nightmare season. His goal tally for his 
new club Sydney Olympic has been the 
poorest return since a forgettable 1980 
season with West Adelaide. 

One of the great servants of the game, and 
certainly one of its most identifiable figures, 
Kosmina should have been building on his 
tally in more memorable circumstances. 

He began the season five goals clear of his 
old foe Gary Cole in the overall league scor- 
ing charts but six goals short of him in the 
combined list of league and cup goals. He 
had hoped to use this season to establish a 
healthy lead. 

But a lazy off season, when he drank and 
ate more than he should, put him behind the 
eight-ball when he embarked on his new 
career with Olympic. 

Injuries which he blames to his dubious 
level of fitness compounded his problems, 
and he concedes he has hardly been value 
for money. 

“1 did not work in the summer and | was 
king-size when I joined the club,” Kosmina 
said. “Then there was the problems with 
(Milan) Lukic — he ruined in three nights 
what Manfred Schaefer had built in three 
years.

“It is fair to say we didn't do much 
training under Lukic, and the whole 
squad was pretty unfit. When Eddie 
(Thomson) arrived, things started to look 
up and | began putting a lot more effort 
in. 


“But then the three week break knock- 
ed me off my rythym and there have been 
a few niggling injuries since then. This 
year has really been a grind, but | accept 
the blame for most of it. 

“The fans have been great, and | want 
to repay them for that. They could have 
given me a hard time because | haven't 
performed but they've been very fair. 


“This summer I'm going to get fit 
again. I've got two years left of my con- 
tract and | aim to see it out. It has takena 
bit of getting used to not being number 
‘one, and | have to change that. | certainly 
haven't lost my appetite for the game.” 


Times have not always been so barren 
for Kosmina. With one notable exception 
—_his 16 month stint at Arsenal in 
1978-79 — he has enjoyed a model 
career. 


Ninety two matches for the Socceroos 
(51 of them in full internationals) and just 
one goal short of Atti Abonyi’s all time 
scoring record, two national champion- 
ship titles with Sydney City (1981, 82) 
and barely a dozen games on the 
sidelines with injury has given him the 
sort of memories money cannot buy. 


The only real blemish was his unsuc- 
cussful attempt to make the grade in the 
English first division. It was, Kosmina 
concedes, a blow to his confidence. 


“When | first went over there | thought 
| would make it in six months,” he said. 


“I guess in those days | was a big headed 
bastard. 

“In hindsight | might have been better 
off going to another club. My agent had 
approaches from Spurs and Tampa Bay 
Rowdies. | mean when | arrived at 
Arsenal, they had just bought Alan 
Sunderland. And Malcolm McDonald and 
Frank Stapleton were there as well. 

“| was 21 and | was playing in the 
reserves with 15 year old kids. | thought | 
was above all that. | thought | should 
have been getting a run in the first team 
(he had a dozen appearances on the 
bench), but obviously the manager (Terry 
Neill) didn’t agree. 

“1 probably left my run too late and | 
didn’t hang in there long enough. | came 
back here as a failure, and it was the first 
time in my life | had been second best. 
But | had learned a lot about myself.” 

Kosmina returned to West Adelaide 
midway through the 1979 season with a 
broken spirit. His confidence was not 
helped by a disastrous year in 1980, 
when West struggled against relegation.

After playing a major role in the 1977 
World Cup campaign, he was also unable 
to break back into the Socceroo side, 
and his morale was at a low ebb. For- 
tunately however, there were those who 
remembered his talent and in 1981 Eddie 
Thomson brought him to Sydney City for 
a club record fee. 

It was, Kosmina believes, the best 
move he had ever made. Six marvellous 
seasons with the Slickers when the 
trophy cabinet was unable to cope with 
the team’s success, were highlighted by 
the memorable 1985 World Cup cam- 
paign when the Socceroos fell at the 
final hurdle against Scotland. 

Kosmina was at his peak in those 
games and as national team skipper 
became the focus of attention. Who will 
ever forget his superb strike in the 
crucial Oceania group tie against New 
Zealand, when he turned and flashed a 
left foot shot past Frank Van Hattum to 
give Australia the lead before the packed 
Sydney Sports Ground? 

Events turned sour shortly after when 
the Socceroos lost to the Scots 0-2 on 
aggregate for a place in the World Cup 
finals in Mexico, Kosmina still has 
nightmares about a missed strike froma 
David Mitchell cross in the return leg in 
Melbourne, when his header powered 
straight into the hands of keeper Jim 
Leighton. 

The disappointment of the miss, and 
Australia’s exit, was still evident in the 
three match series against 
Czechoslovakia last year when Kosmina 
was a shadow of his former self. A 
lethargic display in a 0-3 loss to the 
Czechs at Parramatta stadium in the 
final game brought down the curtain on 
his international career. 

What remains is his personal pride, 
something that has often been mistaken 


for arrogance. Kosmina has always been 
brash and outspoken, but more often 
than not he has been right. 

AUSSIE SOCCER” asked his views on 
a number of topics, and typically he was 
straight down the line with his replies. 

ON THE NATIONAL LEAGUE: “The 
standards have fallen a lot. It was good 
at the start and probably peaked in the 
early 80s. But it went downward at a rate 
of knots when they split the competition 
in 1984. 

“They're going in the right direction by 
getting back to one league, but there is 
still a long way to go. Summer soccer is 
a must, and | would like to see that as 
soon as possible. 

“Night matches and double headers 
over the summer would be the answer. | 
reckon if you got Olympic and Croatia 
playing a double header at the new 
Sydney Football Stadium, you'd get 
20,000 people there. 

“| know a lot of people who play soc- 
cer but don’t go to the NSL matches 
because it conflicts with their own 
games. It's all about unity, getting 
everyone working in the same direction. 

“If they had a summer season, people 
would be free to attend games, and with 
the right type of promotion you could 
really sell it to the public.” 

ON THE SOCCEROOS: “The national 
team now is better prepared than it has 
ever been. There are more camps, more 
games, and more overseas tours. Young 
guys that come in the team now have a 
lot more opportunities. 

“| think, though, they don't appreciate 
playing for their country as much as they 
should. They've been through the Under 
16 and Under 19 teams, and in some 
ways they've been spoilt.

“Certainly the personalities in the 
teams these days are a lot different to 
those when | first came into the squad in 
1975. In those days because there was 
no youth system, the players looked 
upon the Socceroos as their big chance. 

“Whether the national team is better 
now than in the past is hard to say. You 
can't really compare teams from dif- 
ferent eras, 

“The next step is a full time profes- 
sional team, because that is the only way 
we're going to bridge the gap between 
the standards at youth level and those at 
senior level. | mean we are up there with 
the best in the youth team, but we fall 
away at full internationals. Going full- 
time would be the answer, although | 
must admit | have my doubts that it will 
happen.” 

ON THE ADMINISTRATION: “In 
Australia, the administrators are 
amateurish and narrow minded. There 
are only a few with foresight who want to 
see the game improve. The rest have got 
to look beyond their own motives and 
ask themselves if they are in for the 
game as a whole. 

“We need one governing body, not 
having the ASF and NSL at each other's 
throats. There needs to be a board with 
professional people on it. They would 
look at areas like youth development, 
marketing, the national team etc, and 
each would be co-ordinated. 

“It’s important that the administration 
is sorted out from the top and then the

benefits could flow right through the 
game. You've got to ask yourself why so 
many players get right out of it once they 
retire. 

“We need them to stay in the game, 
but there has always been a big gap bet- 
ween the players and administrators. It's 
a pity it has come to that. 

“Everyone knows the game is not be- 
ing run properly and it is costing soccer 
a lot of support. Something drastic 
needs to be done.” 

ON THE ETHNIC QUESTION: “The 
game has its heritage among the ethnic 
groups, and you've got to recognise that. 
But while 20 years ago it may have work- 
ed to have ethnic groups controlling the 
game, it has now gone beyond that. 

“| mean the second generation ethnic 
kids aren’t ever going to the games any 
more, they're going to watch Canterbury 
play at Belmore. They consider 
themselves Aussies, and they want to be 
associated with a truly Australian game 
where people from all nationalities are 
involved. 

“The game has got to expand into the 
general population, not only to improve 
its image but to attract more sponsors 
and to attract all those thousands of 
players who aren't going to the games.” 

ON THE MEDIA COVERAGE: “What 
media coverage? The media has never 
given the game a chance. 

“| think SBS do a reasonable job, but 
the rest could not care less. That’s why 
the game desperately needs a public 
relations company to sell the game to 
the editors. They need to take them out 
to lunch and explain what soccer can of- 
fer. 

“Despite the problems of everyone 
pulling in different directions, soccer 
could be successful for the media. At the 
moment it is overrun.”

THE question I’m asked most often on our 
visits to the different grounds for our Match- 
Of-The-Day coverage for SBS TV is how does 
the station decide on which game to 
televise? 


The other query from a lot of soccer's 
young followers is wanting to know the pro- 
cedure involved in covering the game. 


To bring a Match-Of-The-Day to your 
TV screens is a team effort with all the 
technical equipment arriving at the 
ground at 10am on match day. Literally 
miles of cable is laid as five cameras 
are used for the SBS coverage. 


Apart from the cameras, cable is laid for 
the microphones placed around the ground 
for crowd effects. 


All five cameramen wear headsets to 
receive instructions from the director. 


A final check is carried out 30 minutes 
before kick-off and then at 2.25 pm it's 
“action’” 


Although the games this year go to 
air as delayed telecasts at 4.30 pm, 
the game is treated as a live transmis- 
sion. 


On the subject of how the station chooses 
the game to be telecast, the station tends to 


look at matches likely to produce goals as 
well as an exciting entertaining clash. 


Of course, it doesn't always work out that 
way and the classic example was the start of 
this season when we covered the Ansett 
Challenge Shield match between Sydney 
Croatia and Melbourne Croatia 

The game had all the ingredients of being 
a top game but that clash never quite 
delivered what was expected 

Having covered the two teams and been 
disappointed it was decided to switch the 
coverage of the first round of the league 
Proper away from the second successive 
clash between the two Croatias which had 
orginally been earmarked as the match to 
telecast 


As we all know, that league game 
produced seven goals while we were 
covering what turned out to be Sydney 
City’s last game in the NSL. 


But we have made up for that by covering 
some very exciting games this season 

The 1987 season has seen some outstand- 
ing clashes and some of the best have come 
in the Beach Fashions Cup 


In the first round our cameras witnessed 
Apia's first defeat of the season when it was 
downed 1-2 by Sydney Croatia. 


The Cup also saw some outstanding 
performances from Heidelberg which 
seems to save its best for the 
cameras. 


We were there to record their 5-0 win over 
Melbourne Croatia and to see them dominate 
the game against Sydney Croatia for long 
periods only to lose in a penalty shoot-out. 


In the West End National League, quite a 
few matches stay in the memory. 


On May 3ist we saw Sydney Croatia 
lose at home (2-3) for the first time ina 
league match since 1984 in an enter- 
taining and exciting match against 
Adelaide City. 


Adelaide City was again to provide an ex- 
citing encounter when it visited Heidelberg 
in July. The match finished 1-1 but it was a 
game that was full of goalmouth incidents 


Two other 1-1 draws also turned out to be 
really good games. One was South 
Melbourne vs Sydney Croatia at Olympic 
Park and the Sydney Olympic vs Apia at St 
George Stadium 

The common denominator in those 
games was that they were played on 
rain effected pitches which just seems 
to add to the excitement.
